BARGAINING ISN’T 
A CURE ALL 
A recent Issue of Better Farm­ 
ing Methods observes, "Bar­ 
gaining is (Hoe of the ideas 
currently being promoted in 
some agricultural circles as the 
ideal way to boost sagging farm 
Income. Unfortunately, there is 
more glitter than gold in this 
marketing approach." 
Past history—as well as the 
concern over price problems 
faced this year by the producers 
of numbers of agricultural pro­ 
ducts, such as meat--bears this 
out. There is much more to 
bargaining than mere price. As 
the magazine adds, "When a 
farmer group bargains with a 
processor it must also consi­ 
der factors such gjs supply and 
demand, quality and uniformity 
of product, the number of uses 
to which the product can be put 
and the existence of alternate 
and synthetic products." Dis­ 
tributors, at the wholesale and 
retail level, must provide what 
the consumer wants and will 
buy. Very few foods are uni­ 
que and Irreplaceable and thus 
not subject to competition. For 
Instance, margarine sales have 
cut deeply Into those of butter. 
And lf meats are high priced in 
relation to poultry, more and 
more people turn to chicken. 
Moreover, a bargaining agree­ 
ment can be too superficially 
good from the producers* point 
of view. Better Farming Me­ 
thods points out that the Cali­ 
fornia asparagus growers once 
grew about 90 per cent of the 
nation’s crop. They got high 
prices. But, because of these 
prices, their market has shrunk 
to about 50 per cent. 
The point is that bargaining is 
a two way street, not a won­ 
derful palliative that will sim­ 
ply and effectively solve a 
farmers’ price problems. It can 
produce as well as solve those 
problems. In the complex farm 
economy of today, there are 


no easy and magical "outs*’ 
to any situation--and we need 
to recognize and act on that 
fact.

Inasmuch as motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents take about 38,000 lives 
and inflict disabling injuries 
on an additional 1,400,000 per­ 
sons in the United States each 
year, psychologists and other 
scientists are trying to iden­ 
tify persons most likely to 
become involved in automo­ 
bile mishaps. 
Social scientists find that dri­ 
vers who commit traffic viola­ 
tions are particularly likely to 
have accidents. A study of Iowa 
drivers, for example, demon­ 
strated that the ratio of actual 
accidents to the number ex­ 
pected was 134 per cent among 
drivers with two or three vio­ 
lations. 
Speeding, improper 
passing, and failure to observe 
stop signs were the moving 
traffic violations which had the 
highest associaltion with acci­ 
dents. 
The frequency of motor vehi­ 
cle accidents is more than aver­ 
age among socially maladjusted 
persons, the statisticians said. 
In this context, socially malad­ 
justed persons include those 
who have had credit difficul­ 
ties, a record of Juvenile or 
adult court offenses against 
persons or property, 
and 
truancy from school. 
"Behavioral 
scientists now 
generally recognize that basic 
personality characteristics and 
attitudes of drivers are speci­ 
fic factors in the causation of 
violations and accidents. Some 
investigators have reported a 
considerable degree of success 
in predicting driver perfor­ 
mance by analysis of persona­ 
lity traits such as sense of so­ 
cial responsibility, acceptance 
of authority, and aggressive­ 
ness. 
"This field of research, how­ 
ever, is still in the early stages 
of development and results so 
far are not definitive,” the sta­ 
tisticians concluded.

Coldwater made some ugly 
cracks about President John­ 
son, also agreed with the Cath­ 
olic contention that church 
schools should get the same 
federal ald as public schools.

But he gently declined to pose 
for a campaign picture with 
Coldwater. 
The audience was arranged by 
Lou Nichols, the former FBI 
spokesman who now speaks for 
Schenley’s whiskies. 
Coldwater was deferential to­ 
ward the high cleric but hard­ 
ly Christian-like in his remarks 
about President Johnson. The 
republican candidate charged 
bitterly that Johnson had de­ 
liberately provoked the naval 
encounter in the Tonkin Gulf 
to draw public attention away 
from the Civil Rights Trouble. 
Coldwater called the Incident 
"A staged affair,” whose real 
purpose was "to get the minds 
of the people off civil rights.* 
He also claimed that Johnson 
had been 'Blackmailed* by the 
Kennedy family into taking the 
Vice Presidency because 'they 
had so much on him.* Coldwa­ 
ter contended that Johnson 
would have preferred to remain 
Senate leader. 
Coldwater also expre s a e d 
doubt that the President’s state­ 
ment eliminating his cabinet 
from consideration for the Vice 
Presidential nomination would 
deter Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy. Coldwater said he be­ 
lieved Kennedy la still a can­ 
didate and will made a bid at 
the Democratic convention to 
get ti* nomination..

This pro­ 
gram is administered by toe 
Missouri Department of Agri­ 
culture's Liv estock Div ision. 
Personnel of this div ision 
also assist local fair officials 


with arrangements such a$ se­ 
curing qualified judges and help­ 
ing to solv e the many problems 
encountered. 
But, according to Thomason, 
the principal reason why * the 
county fair surv iv es is found in 
the dedication of local fair offi­ 
cials who refuse to let it pass 
from the scene of modem Mis- 
souriana.

THE COUNTY FAIR— 
A MODERN ENIGMA 
A modern enigma is the sur­ 
vival of the county fair. 
Beginning with the Daviess 
County Livestock Show in Gal­ 
latin on Aug. I and winding up 
with the East Perry Community 
Fair in Alterburg on Sept. 26, 
hardly a day will pass when Mis­ 
sourians aren’t attending a local 
fair or breed show somewhere 
in the state. 
Of the many thousands who 
will attend, only a small minor­ 


ity will lie farmers. Yet, agri­ 
culture will be the dominant 
theme of each of the 75 fairs 
scheduled during this two-month 
period. 
During this period, too, is the 
Missouri State Fair in Sedalia 
which annually attracts a quar­ 
ter 
million persons, but the 
paradox here 
is not so pro­ 
nounced. The scope and vartety 
of attractions at the Missouri 
State Fair clearly offer some­ 
thing for everyone. Modem in­ 
novations are added each year 
to appeal to urban as well as 
rural interests. 
The local fair, however, is old 
fashioned in many respects, and 
it perseveres as a$ institu­ 
tion because people want it to. 
Don 
Thomason, 
Missouri 
Commissioner of Agriculture, 
suggest!* that sentiment has a lot 
to do with it. 
Few Missourians, Thomason 
says, have forgotten the farm. 
Most native Missourians partic­ 
ularly are not far removed 


from the state's rich agrarian 
heritage. The average Mis­ 
sourian is not more than a gen­ 
eration or two away from the 
fields. 
It is not rare to find a so­ 
phisticated, urban business exe­ 
cutive who remembers milking 
cows, baling hay or navigat­ 
ing a combine over a rippling 
sea of golden wheat. Many a 
scrapbook in a downtown apart­ 
ment or suburban home boasts 
blue ribbons achieved with a 
successful 4-H project. 
Although this executive now 
taels far more comfortable Ina 
business suit than bib overalls, 
he nevertheless enjoys the nos­ 
talgia offered by the county 
talr. He often attempts to pass 
it along to his children vicari­ 
ously, leading them through the 
livestock bams to expose them 
firsthand to the sights and 
sounds and smells which are not 
available In picture books. 
There is nothing activistic 
about this attitude. The typical 
urbanite realizes agriculture, 
too, has changed; that the sci­ 
ence of modem farming is ser­ 
ious business, and that the ro­ 
mance is mostly imagined. But 
it is still fun to reminisce. 
On the other hand, there is a 
very practical reason why the 
county fair survives. Farm in­ 
come in Missouri is about $1.3 
billion annually and the county 
fair offers the kind of compe­ 
tition which cannot be provided 
elsewhere, and which is a neces­ 
sary stimulus in agricultural 
economics. 
The emphasis in agriculture 
is on quality. The county fair 
helps toe farmer in his quest 
for quality production. 
Recognizing this, and appre­ 
ciative of the benefits shared 
by all Missourians, the legis­ 
lature plays an important role in 
perpetuating the county fair tra­ 
dition. A special appropriation 
is made to afford financial as­ 
sistance to local fairs. 
Under the aid-to-fiairs pro­ 
gram, the state pays up to half 
the cash premiums awarded to 
successful exhibitors. This pro­ 
gram is administered by the 
Missouri Department of Agri­ 
culture's Livestock Division. 
Personnel of this division 
also assist local fair officials 


with arrangements such a i se­ 
curing qualified judges and help­ 
ing to solve the many problems 
encountered. 
But, according to Thomason, 
the principal reason why' the 
county fair survives is found in 
the dedication of local fair offi­ 
cials who refuse to let it pass 
from the scene of modem Mis­ 
sourian. 
Communities would do well, 
he says, to support their local 
fairs with attendance and par­ 
ticipation to insure for future 
generations the many benefits 
of the county fair.

License Plates Mislead 
In many state capitals, low 
license plate numbers are a 
status symbol.

That goes to 
a relatively minor official, the 
Chairman rf the District Com­ 
missioners, who has charge of 
assigning plates. 
Numbers two and three go to 
the other Commissioners, and 
the next 1,247 are allocated at 
their pleasure.

And a knowl­ 
edgeable visitor can tell by 
the furnishings almost exact­ 
ly how far up the ladder a man 
is. 
It there an 
American flag 
in the corner? Are there twc 
dialless interoffice phones or 
th e boss’ desk? Is there an 
enlarged and autographed pic­ 
ture of the President on the 
wall? Does the desk set have 
two pens? All these are impor­ 
tant tipoffs to the rank of a U.S. 
official. 
Carpeting on the floor Is an­ 
other clue but it Is not enough 
to know crnly about the inner 
office. Does the boss* secretary 
have carpeting in her room too? 
An Assistant Secretary rates a 
carpet for his stenographer; a 
Deputy 
Assistant Secretary 
does not. 
Decisions on these crucial 
questions are rendered by the 
General Services Administra­ 
tion, Uncle Sam’s housekeeping 
agency. GSA has a set of rules to 
cover every problem. For ex­ 
ample, a bureaucrat in Grade 
17 or above rates a walnut 
wastebasket, a water carafe, a 
bookcase, an oversized picture 
of the President* a flag, and 
draperies. 
License Plates Mislead 
In many state capitals, low 
license plate numbers are a 
status symbol. 
This 
is only 
partly true In Washington. While 
low numbers are alloted to 
VIP’s, the President does not 
get' number one. That goes to 
a relatively minor official, the 
Chairman of the District Com­ 
missioners, who has charge of 
assigning plates. 
Numbers two and three go to 
the other Commissioners, and 
the next 1,247 are allocated at 
their 
pleasure. 
Certain low 
members traditionally go to 
certain high officials. The Chief 
- Justice of the Supreme Court 
always gets IO and tee Attorney 
General 50. 
Many holders of low numbers 
in D. C. aren't even government 
officials. 
They are 
sim ply 
friends of the Commissioners. 
When there is a charge among 
the Commissioners, friends of 
the departed official lose their 
status symbol. Some have been 
known to break down and cry at 
the prospect. 
There is a practical reason 
tor wanting a low license num­ 
ber. The police know that any­ 
body with a number no higher 
than 1,250 is a somebody with 
a well-placed friend. Naturally, 
cars with low numbers are less 
likely to be ticketed for a minor 


offense.

U. S. Seal 
Soon after taking office, while 
seeking to foster his image as an 
economizer, President Lyndon 
B. Johnson ordered a cutback in 
limousines for high government 
officials. Some men accustomed 
to chauffeured Cadillacs now 
must ride in a lesser vehicle 
from a motor pool. 
However, each Cabinet mem­ 
ber still rates a black Cadillac 
of his own. But there is relative 
status 
even 
among 
the IO 
Cabinet members. Only Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk's car 
bears the Great Seal of the Uni­ 
ted States on the rear doors 
of his limousine. 
The highest officials have tele­ 
phones in their car, clearly 
visible on the shelf behind the 
back seat. White House cars 
used by the President himself 
are distinguishable. LBJ needs 
not one, not two, but three 
phones. 
Under certain circumstances, 
being seen in a Mercury de­ 
notes higher status than oc­ 
cupying a Cadillac. This is be­ 
cause the White House main­ 
tains a fleet of black Mer­ 
curies,

Clearing Land Didn’t 
Stump Inventive Merick 


A 24-year-old tractor, a sal­ 
vaged rear axle, a saw blade, 
a couple of hickory poles and a 
little Ingenuity! Twenty years 
ago Llyod Merick added a few 
bolts and levers here and there 
and Invented a stump cutter. 
The original machine still In 
operation, has been turned over 
to his son and Mr. Merick 
built a second stump cutter, 
which he uses today. 
The idea came to him, he re ­ 
lated, shortly after he moved to 
his farm west of Sikeston. “ I 
had to clear that land so it J 
could be plowed," Merick said, 
“ so 
I 
wanted the trees and 
stumps cut right off at ground 
level." 
* 
He spent one winter deciding 
what he wanted to build, and 
that spring went to work on his 
1940 International Harverster 
tractor. 
Two 
roughly-hewn 
hickory 
poles, about 12 feet long, were 
nailed together^to make a tri­ 
angular arace. The brace was 
th^ji at ached to the tractor 
front using a 
second brace 
arrangement made of 2 by 8 
planks. 
A rear axle and diffemtial 
were salvaged and hooked up 
to the pulley drive system on 


the tractor's right side. The 
axle, hanging across the front 
of the tractor by a movable 
chain, has a 48-inch saw blade 
attached to it. 
The blade, at the operator's 
left, is mounted parallel to the 
ground and can be raised or 
lowered and swung backward 
or forward. 
When 
he 
starts “ stump 
cuttin*", Merick lines the trac­ 
tor body to the left of the tree, 
with the blade set right at the 
tree's base and the hickory 
brace resting some ten feet 
up. 


A pull on the lever to his left 
swings the blade into the stump, 
and—with a 12-Ujch tree—the 
job is done in 12 seconds or 
less. 


A small tree will fa?l over 
when the stump is cut through, 
but with trees bigger than 20 
Inches or so in diameter, M er­ 
ick makes cuts from several 
sides before pushing the tree 
over with the tractor. 
"Fve made a few changes In 
this one over the years," he 
said, “ but this is just about the 
same outfit Pve used to cut 
stumps all over this part of 
the country."

said 
Rickey recently recommended 
sweeping front office changes 
and the hiring of Howsam. He 


apparently caught Busch's ear. 
Busch was unavailable for 
comment. 
Stepping out with Devine was 
business manager Art Rout- 
zong, 52. The Cardinals an­ 
nounced late In the day Howsam 
would 
replace Routzong Im­ 
mediately. 
But 
the Globe-Democrat's 
story said Howsam, who had 
been out of baseball for severe I 
years, was given the post tem ­ 
porarily to "learn the ropes** 
and then would be promoted to 
general manager. 
Howsam, 46, would neither 
confirm nor deny such changes.

A modern enigma is the su r. 
vival of the county fair. 
Beginning with the D aviess 
County Livestock Show in Gal­ 
latin on Aug. I and winding up 
with the East P erry Community 
F air in Altenburg on Sept. 26, 
hardly a day will pass when M is. 
sourians a re n 't attending a local 
fa ir or breed show som ewhere 
in the state. 
Of the many thousands who 
will attend, only a sm all m inor­ 


ity will lie farm ers. Yet, a g ri­ 
culture will be the dominant 
them e of each of the 75 fa irs 
scheduled during this two-month 
period. 
During this period, too, is the 
M issouri State F air in Sedalia 
winch annually attracts a quar­ 
te r 
million 
persons, but the 
paradox here 
is 
not so pro­ 
nounced. The scope and variety 
of attractions at the M issouri 
State F air clearly offer som e­ 
thing for everyone. Modem in­ 
novations are added each y ear 
to appeal to urban as well a s 
ru ral interests. 
The local fair, however, Iso ld 
fashioned in many resp ects, and 
it p erserv eres as afl institu­ 
tion because people want it to. 
Don 
Thomason, 
M issouri 
C om m issioner of A griculture, 
suggests that sentiment has a lot 
to do with it. 
Few M issourians, Thomason 
says, have forgotten the farm . 
Most native M issourians p artic­ 
ularly are not far rem oved 


from the state's rich agrarian 
heritage. 
The 
average 
Mis­ 
sourian is not more than a gen­ 
eration or two away from the 
fields. 
It is not rare to find a so­ 
phisticated, urban business exe­ 
cutive who remembers milking 
cows, baling hay or navigat­ 
ing a combine over a rippling 
sea of golden wheat. Many a 
scrapbook in a downtown ap art­ 
ment or suburban home boasts 
blue ribbons achieved with a 
successful 4-H project. 
Although this executive now 
feels far more comfortable Ina 
business suit than bib overalls, 
he nevertheless enjoys the nos­ 
talgia offered by the county 
a ir . He often attempts to pass 
it along to his children vicari­

to 
the 
sights and 
sounds and sm ells which are not 
available in picture books. 
There is nothing activistic 
about this attitude. The typical 
urbanite realizes agriculture, 
too, has changed; that the sci­ 
ence of modem farming is ser­ 
ious business, and that the ro­ 
mance is mostly Imagined. But 
it is still fun to rem inisce. 
On the other hand, there is a 
very practical reason why the 
county fair survives. Farm in­ 
come In Missouri is about $1.3 
billion annually and the county 
fair offers the kind of compe­ 
tition which cannot be provided 
elsewhere, and which Isa neces­ 
sary stimulus in agricultural 
economics. 
The emphasis in agriculture 
is on quality. The county fair 
helps the farmer In his quest 
for quality production. 
Recognizing this, and appre­ 
ciative of the benefits shared 
by all M issourians, the legis­ 
lature plays an important role in 
perpetuating the county fair tra­ 
dition. A special appropriation 
is made to afford financial as­ 
sistance to local fairs. 
Under 
the ald-to-falrs pro­ 
gram, the state pays up to half 
the cash premiums awarded to 
successful exhibitors. TYUS pro­ 
gram Is administered by the 
Missouri Department of Agri­ 
culture's Livestock Division. 
Personnel 
of this division 
also assist local fair officials 


with arran g em en ts such a i se­ 
curing qualified judges and help­ 
ing to solve the many problem s 
encountered. 
But, according to Thomaison, 
the principal reason why' the 
county fair survives is found in 
the dedication of local fair offi­ 
cials who refuse to let it pass 
from the scene of m odern Mis- 
souriana. 
Com m unities would do w ell, 
he says, to support th eir local 
fairs with attendance and par­ 
ticipation to insure for future 
generations the many benefits 
of the county fair.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
John Grenier, deputy to new 
Republican National Chair­ 
man Dean Burch, recently 
sent his staff a memo cau­ 
tioning it not to talk to re­ 
porters about the actions of 
the GOP National Committee. 
When reports of this memo 
were publ i s he d, Grenier 
countered with a s e c o n d 
order to his staff—in the 
future, all visitors to Com­ 
mittee headquarters will have 
to sign a guestbook. 
The names of all staff 
members the 
visitor 
sees 
will be carefully logged in. 
Many reporters view the 
second memo as another di­ 
rect slap at the press — a 
means of checking up on staff 
members who might violate 
the first order. 
One Washington newsman 
disagrees, though. “Who says 
the Republicans don’t like 
the press,” he notes. “They’re 
treating us as ‘guests’ now.”

And a knowl­ 
edgeable visitor can tell by 
the furnishings almost exact­ 
ly how far up the ladder a man 
is. 
It there an 
American flag 
in the corner? Are there twc 
dialless interoffice phones or 
th e boss’ desk? Is there an 
enlarged and autographed pic­ 
ture of the President on the 
w a ir Does the desk set have 
two pens? All these are impor­ 
tant tipoffs to the rank of a U.S. 
official. 
Carpeting on the floor Is an­ 
other clue but It is not enough 
to know only about the inner 
office. Does the boss’ secretary 
have carpeting in her room too? 
An Assistant Secretary rates a 
carpet for his stenographer; a 
Deputy 
Assistant S ecretary 
does not. 
Decisions 
on these crucial 
questions are rendered by the 
General Services Administra­ 
tion, Uncle Sam’s housekeeping 
agency. GSA has a set of rules to 
cover every problem. For ex­ 
ample, a bureaucrat in Grade 
17 or above rates a walnut 
wastebasket, a water carafe, a 
bookcase, an oversized picture 
of the President* a flag, and 
draperies. 
License Plates Mislead 
In many state capitals, low 
license 
plate numbers 
are a 
status symbol. 
This 
is only 
partly true in Washington. While 
low numbers are alloted to 
VIP’s, the President does not 
get' number one. That goes to 
a relatives minor official, the 
Chaacuji of the District Com­ 
missioners, who has charge of 
assigning plates. 
Numbers two and three go to 
the other Commissioners, and 
the next 1,247 are allocated at 
their 
pleasure. 
Certain low 
members traditionally go to 
certain high officials. The Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court 
always gets IO and the Attorney 
General 50. 
Many holders of low numbers 
in D. C. aren’t even government 
officials. 
They are 
sim ply 
friends of the Commissioners. 
When there is a charge among 
the Commissioners, friends of 
the departed official lose their 
status symbol. Some have been 
known to break down and cry at 
the prospect. 
There is a practical reason 
for wanting a low license num­ 
ber. The police know that any­ 
body with a number no higher 
than 1,250 is a somebody with 
a well-placed friend. Naturally, 
cars with low numbers are less 
likely to be ticketed fora minor

Soon after taking office, while 
seeking to foster hts image as ar. 
economizer, President Lyndon 
B. Johnson ordered a cutback in 
limousines for high government 
officials. Some men accustomed 
to chauffeured Cadillacs now 
must ride in a lesser vehicle 
from a motor pool. 
However, each Cabinet mem­ 
ber still rates a black Cadillac 
of his own. But there Is relative 
status 
even 
among 
the IO 
Cabinet members. Only Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk’s car 
bears the Great Seal of the Uni­ 
ted States on the rear doors 
of his limousine. 
The highest officials have tele­ 
phones in their car, clearly 
visible on the shelf behind the 
back seat. White House cars 
used by the President himself 
are distinguishable. LBJ needs 
not one, not two, but three 
phones. 
Under certain circum stances, 
being seen In a Mercury de­ 
notes higher status than oc­ 
cupying a Cadillac. This is be­ 
cause the White House main­ 
tains a fleet of black M er­ 
curies, 
used 
for 
supplying 
transportation to VIP’s visit­ 
ing the White House. They make 
a lot of trips to and from 
Capitol HUI. 


Chauffeur - driven M ercuries 
are rather unusual so know­ 
ing Washingtonians usually de­ 
duce that one so transported 
either has seen the President 
or is on his way to a date 
with the Chief Executive. 


Who Has the Elevator Key? 


Cabinet members usually rate 
private elevators, and those 
associates allowed to use them 
are really “ in” . At the State 
Department, where status is 
revered more than elsewhere 
in government, the Secretary’s 
elevator is kept locked. Those 
who have a key have attained 
the ultimate. 
For officials not assigned a 
car, parking space is provided. 
In some buUdings there are 
basement 
garages, 
for 
the 
limited few. WhUe the under­ 
privileged get reserve space 
outdoors, the 
real top dogs 
drive down the ramp to a p ri­ 
vate preserve under cover. 
As the service set says, rank 
has its privUeges.

Mike Witt, 
Pioneer of 
Chaffee, Dies 


CHAFFEE - Michael (Mike) 
Henry Witt, 87, a pioneer citi­ 
zen died Sunday in a Cape Gir­ 
ardeau hospital. Mr. Witt was 
born Dec. 12, 1876, at Caney, 
near Chaffee, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John C. Witt. 
In 1887, Mike Witt, along with 
his father and an older brother, 
began farming the land where 
the city of Chaffee now stands 
in 1905, Mr. Witt’s father sold 
about 1,800 acres of land to a
